Stop Falcons’ fall 


Ever since Dave O’Connor accepted the 
job as coach of Victorian State League club 
Morwell Falcons people have been coming 


up to him and asking him why. 

O’Connor has coached Falcons before. He led the side into the 
State League top four in 1982 and the final of the State League 
Cup. Not long after those achievements he read in the papers 
that he had been sacked. 

O'Connor was overseas when Falcons contacted him and of- 
fered the post vacated by Jimmy Dunne late last year. O'Connor 
returned two weeks ago and at a meeting at the Old Melbourne 
Motor Inn agreed terms with the Falcons committee. 

The question remains, Why did he go back to the club that 
slapped him in the fact a few years ago? 

“T missed not being involved in the game and because of my late 
return to Australia my chances of getting a job were pretty slim,” 
said O’Connor. 

“And there’s a challenge at Falcons to rebuild the side.” 

Falcons have lost Peter Blasby, Jim MacLean (both to Croy- 
don), Steve Moore (out for the season as the result of a bad car 
crash in December), Russell Athersych (to Springvale), Mick 
McGorian (back to George Cross but talking terms with Frankston 
Pines), Ian Stirton and Harry Bingham (both overseas), from the 
a which finished runner-up In the League and State League Cup 

year. 

Stirton may not return, Falcons are having problems getting 
Bingham’s visa renewed, while Jim Train, Emil Bruns and Effie 
Cassar hadn't agreed terms with Falcons as we went to press, 
rounding off one of the grimmest pictures presented by any State 
League club so far this season. 

“There’s no way that the current team 
which won the championship in 1984 and finished second last 
year. I think that the club realises that it has to sign at least a 
couple of players. Sure, you can persevere with youth but you 
can’t play six or seven kids every week and expect to be even 
moderately successful,” said O’Connor. 

However, O'Connor has been impressed with a few of Falcons 
youngsters, among them Anthony Cassar, described by O'Connor 
as “a kid with some great touches who has impressed me at 
training,” and Domenic Palermo, a “very promising defender,”

Ferenc Puskas, who will be in Australia 
again next month, was asked whether that 
historic game Hungary won against England 
at Wembley in 1953 had been a hard one. 


“Nothing special,” he said. 
“The annual games against 
the old enemy Austria were 
the real toughies.” 

Austria was the old enemy be- 
cause Hungary and Austria, 
as neighbors are tradition- 
al, almost inherent, rivals. 

In Hungarian or Austrian soc- 
cer nothing makes better 
“copy” than a match be- 
tween the two. Whatever 
the previous results, what- 
ever the current state of 
the game in either country, 
they have always brought 
near-packed houses and 
nearly always tight results. 

That is why, in this part of the 
world, annual meetings 
currently being mooted be- 
tween Australia and New 
Zealand are such a jolly 
idea. 

Of course, we in Australia of- 
ten come up with jolly ideas 
but before we get to see 
whether they were jolly or 
not, abandon them. 

See: the idea to hold the NSL 
“Grand Final” at neutral, 
permanent Bruce Stadium 
(which lasted one occasion) 
or the excellent, original 
NSL Cup plan which made 
the tournament open to al- 
most all comers. 

The less than friendly rivalry 
-—- some would call it hatred 
— which built up between 
Australia and New Zealand 
— and their respective fans 
- during the “85 Cup cam- 
paign is a chance not to be 
missed, a resource not to be 
squandered. 

At least one annual meeting, 
with alternating venues, or 
perhaps even a two-way 
home and away series an- 
nually does tickle one’s soc- 
cer fancy. 

The annval Ampol Cup 
matches between Australia 
and China will, in time] am 
sure, build into some sort of 
tradition, provided the re- 
sults are tight’ and one 
country is not seen to be 
continually dominating the 
other. 

But the rivalry between Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand is 
ready-made. 

The ASF, bless its hearts, 
should be commended for 
even suggesting such 
games, 

But it will all come to nothing 
without perseverence.

Frank Burin and Mel- 
bourne Croatia are hap- 
py bedfellows once 
more. Burin quit two 
weeks ago as club man- 
ager but resolved his 
differences with the 
club at a meeting at 
Olympic Park last week. 
Croatia issued the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“Croatia Is pleased to an- 
nounce that any differences 
between president Joe Si- 
gur, coach Miron Bleiberg 
and manager Frank Burin 
have been resolved. 

“Sigur and Bleiberg have 
apologised for any misun- 






























or damage caused to Burin 
in his duty as manager fol- 
lowing a regrettable inci- 
dent before the Croatia v 
Juventus match on Febru- 
ary 8 which resulted in Bu- 
rin’s resignation. 

“All parties now look for- 
ward to a happy 
association.” 

Burin wasted little time 

in getting back down to 
business, issuing this state- 
ment about the report in 
‘“Soccer Action” last week 
‘which said that star Croatia 
striker Gary Ward hadn't 
reached terms with the club 
for 1986: 

“Gary Ward is not on the 
transfer list and any club 
approaching him will be in 
breach of NSL rules and 
will be charged according- 
ly. Croatia wants to keep 
Gary Ward and he has been 
informed officially that he 
has been retained. We (Cro- 
atia) agreed terms with 
Gary Ward last November.

Krajacic played in the Hei- 
delberg-Alexander youth team 
and was brought to Green Gul- 
ly by the then coach, Jimmy 
Rooney, Krajacic’s senior 
games have been mostly as 
sweeper. 

St. Albans also wanted Kevin 
Lloyd from Green Gully, as we 
went to press, but Fawkner was 
bidding for him as well, 

St. Albans-Dinamo coach 
Tony Vrzina, one of the shrew- 
dest team-builders in the busi- 
ness, also wants to sign a 
goalkeeper. 

Zdenko Brkljacic, the Din- 
amo captain, announced his re- 
tirement recently, but Vrzina 
hopes to change his mind. If he 
agrees to play on, Brkljacic 
will play as stopper. 

And Dinamo also hopes to 
import at least one player 
from Croatia. 

Seven players have been 
transfer listed: goalkeeper 
Milo Debeljuh and Mate Bozic 
who both live at Clayton and 
want to play closer to home;

They don’t expect the 
world, But it seems they are the ones mak- 
ing all the sacrifices — putting strain on 
their families and on their jobs — and get- 
ting nothing in return. We spent all that 
time with the World Cup squad and most of 
the blokes ended out of pocket.

Joe Watson of Sydney Ha- 
koah caused discomfort at 
ASF headquarters by writing 
in the “Sydney Morning Her- 
ald” last week that some 
Socceroos considered boy- 
cotting the World Cup games 
against Scotland because of 
dissatisfaction over pay. 

He wrote, in part: “. _. you don’t expect 
to be out of pocket. You don’t expect to be 
led up the garden path. You don't expect to 
have to fight tooth and nail for every little 
condition. You don’t want to worry about 
all that... 

“... It seems the Australian Soccer 
Federation couldn’t care less abeut the 
players. They keep demanding more and 
more commitment yet give you less and

I know it’s hard to believe it now 
but soccer in the 1980s wasn’t all 
one happy family. They, too, had 
their differences even if they did 

experience a boom, with some 
matches drawing up to 400 actual 


paying spectators, not like today. 

But that’s not what I want to talk about: 
it’s the fuss about the Socceroos that 
surrounded us after our failure to qualify, 
once again, for the World Cup, in 1985. 

At once, we were attacked by sections of the 
press — me especially — for not saving 
Australia’s bacon at FIFA, for agreeing to play 
Scotland (or was it Ireland?) in a play-off. 

What could we do? What the soccer public didn’t 
know — and still doesn’t — was that we didn’t 
count with FIFA. Sure, we were allowed to attend 
their meetings, sit somewhere at the back, empty 
the ashtrays and vote whether the windows 
should be shut or open — but that was it: on other 
issues we weren’t even asked. 

And perhaps just as well: everything was so 
terribly confusing that we wouldn't have known 
what to say. They were talking about World Cup 
seedings and past achievements and things like 
that, in some sort of a cede which we couldn't 
break. 

One afternoon, as I sat dozing in my chair, Joao 
suddenly shook my arm and said to me, ‘listen, 
would you play Scotland?’ 

I was a bit surprised because I had played the 
equity market and the stock market and the 
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sort of gripes.” 


option market but never played Scotland before, 

so I said sure, why not, at what do we play them? 

Joao flashed his dentures which went fer a 

smile and yelled towards someone, ‘Sepp, el tio 
will take the Scots. Put him down for two.’ 

And so it happened that later we did play the 
Scots (or Irish?) twice and, naturally, we fost. 

When you play the market you can win or you 
can lose, You, I mean. Not me, of course. So what 
was all the fuss about? For months some of our 
more negative reporters and players kept 
moaning about this and that, about the need to 
play the Scots and all that, 

Why didn’t they mean about that two years 
earlier when the draw was made? Why does 
everybody in Australian soccer always wake up 
AFTER the event? Nobody had sald a word to me 
then — only once we had lost. Should I have 
lodged a protest with FIFA retrospectively? 

- We, my colleagues and I, then entrusted by 
providence and divine power te administer this 
game of... eh,...soccer.. believed in the old 
Roman adage of ‘panem et circenses’, Give the 
mob some bread and circus and they will shut up 
(mainly because with bread in the mouth you 
cannot shout anyway). 

So we decided to stage big, elaborate, mock 
campaigns for the World Cup. We got a sponsor, 
the best coach, the best doctor, the best players, 
the best everything and spent lavishly on 
preparations. True, we found later that we were 
some half a million bucks short but I immediately 
lent them $20 and for the rest we took on 

overdrafts. 

The big advantage of the World Cup campaigns 
was that we managed to create enough noise to 
divert attention from ether, domestic problems. 
Hardly anybody noticed or cared, for instance, 
that the NSL was struggling from bad to worse, 
that clubs were going broke, that crowds vanished 
frem the terraces. 

The Socceroo news stories saved the day: the

Socceroos get together next time is a lot 
of players wanting everything down in 
writing. We knew our mistake last time 
was not getting contracts, and I think 
that has to happen .. .” 

Watson acknowledged that the players 
received the money they had been prom- 
ised for winning the Oceania group, but 
that no bonuses were paid for the matches 
against Scotland. 


Socceroo coach Frank Arok said he 
tried as hard as he could to get the players 
bonuses for the Scotland matches.

ASF president Sir Arthur George said: 

“Let's just say that in all my years in 
soccer no player has actually come up to 
me and thanked me, You get used to these 
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heroic deeds in Auckland and Tel Aviv, the 
comings and goings of Soper and finally the global 
brouhaha about mad dogs and Englishmen and 
what not. 

The World Cup was the best camouflage 
operation we ever performed. And not just once 
but several times. Once, in 1974, we even reached 
the finals and yet our domestic game kept sinking 
further. That took some explaining away. Thank 
God nobody asked us in 1985 what great uplift I 
expected on the home front if we did qualify for 
the World Cup finals. 

Anyway, back to 1985 and all that, before my 
memory of those years fades. 

What happened after that, you want to know? 
Not much, really. As usual. Because of lack of 
funds, enthusiasm and even interest, the national 

team was returned to its mothballs. Around 1988 

we started to make fresh noises about the next 
campaign, hinting to the public that this time we 
will avoid the pitfalls and errors of the past, 
etcetera, etcetera. 

However, there was a minor hitch: by that time 
the national competition was disbanded, having 
died of atrophy. The World Cup campaign had to 
be mounted on the few surviving district and 
junior teams. We petitioned FIFA that they should 
change the rules to allow only players under 14 
but this motion was narrowly defeated, 167 to 1. 

Now, I hear, some migrants are holding 
clandestine meetings in Rushcutters Bay Park, 
plotting to form a new association. Some of them I 
even reco when they stand up from their 
wheelchairs: they were there in the 1958s, a bit 
younger and less senile. 

At their last gathering, I hear, they resolved to 
make soccer Australia’s major winter sport, to 
arrange for the building of modern stadia, to 
secure a farsighted, fair and well informed 
administration. 

After the meeting kindly male nurses took them 
back to their padded cells,

The Socceroos lost 
1-2 to Western Aus- 
tralia in Perth on 
their way to the 1983 
Merlion Cup in Sin- 
gapore. Ron Camp- 
bell, who scored 
Western Australia’s 
winning goal in that 
match, arrived in 
Melbourne last week 
to join Preston- 
Makedonia. 


Steve McCaffrey scored the 
other goal for Western Austra- 
lia, while John Kosmina netted 
for Australia. It was a tem- 
porary setback for the Soccer- 
oos, as they went on to win the 
Merlion Cup, beating Singa- 
pore 4-2 in the final. 

But it was one of Ron Camp- 
bell’s many triumphs in six 
seasons in Perth. 

If there's one thing he’s not 
used to, it's failure. In his only 
senior season back home in 
Scotland, he helped Bonnyrig 
Rose win the 1979 Scottish Ju- 
nior Cup.

The rise of Poland in the 1970s provided 
international soccer with one of its most 


pleasing chapters. 


The Poles previously 
had been among world 
football’s also-rans. 

They did occasionally 
throw up substantial talents 
— such as Ernest Willi- 
mowski (who scored four 
goals against Brazil in the 
1938 World Cup finals and still 
finished on the losing side) 
and Ernest Pol, whose domes- 
tic goalscoring records set in 
the early 1960s still stand — 
yet the depth of talent needed 
to become an international 
power continually eluded 
Poland. 

When Wlodzimierz Lubanski 
emerged as a striker of excep- 
tional ability for Gornik in 
European club competitions 
and Poland during the mid six- 
ties, it appeared probable that 
he was destined to miss the 
chance for real international 
glory through the inadequacy 
of his teammates. 

However, by the time he was 
25, Lubanski found himself 
playing alongside a crop of 
young players of unprecedent- 
ed brilliance. 

Jerzey Gorgon, Leslay Cmi- 
kiewicz, Kaminierz Deyna and 
Robert Gadocha were all wor- 
thy of a place in the same team 
as Lubanski and these five 
formed the backbone of a side 
which struck gold at the 1972 
Olympics, 

Unfortunately, injuries 
forced Lubanski to miss the 
1974 World Cup finals (Po- 
land's first appearance in the 
tournament for 36 years), but 
Jan Tomaszewski, Wladyslaw 
Zmuda, Henryk Kasperczak, 
Grzegorz Lato and Andrzej 
Szarmach were now at hand to 
more than compensate, Poland 
gained third place. 

Eight years later, Poland fin- 
ished third again. This time, 
Josef Mlynarczyk, Andrzej 
Buncol, Andrzej Iwan, Wlodzi- 
mierz Smolarek and Zbigniew 
Boniek proved themselves

comparable with any at the 
highest level. 

They will be playing in Mexi- 
co, but the qualifying rounds 
suggested that the young play- 
ers to travel with them are not 
quite up to the standard of 
their immediate World Cup 
predecessors.

JOZEF WANDZIK (Gornik 
Zabrze): 21 years of age and 
Poland’s best young goalkeep- 
ing talent, he is favored to win 
the third ‘keeper’s spot in or- 
der to gain experience — de- 
spite being only a reserve for 
his club. 

KRZYSZTOF PAWLAK 
(Lech Poznan): Very versatile 
— able to play anywhere in the 
back four or midfield, but 
probably best at right back. 
Long one of the most consistent 
performers in domestic soc- 
cer, he has only recently found 
his feet at senior international 
level. Began his career at Poz- 
nan’s “second” club Warta. 

ROMAN WOJCICKI (Wid- 
zew Lodz): 6ft 4ins Goliath of a 
stopper, who is sometimes uti- 
lised tm midfield, he has been 
let down in the past by a fiery 
temperament. A member of 
the Polish squads at the 1978 
and 1982 World Cup finals, but 
his only playing experience in 
soccer's foremost tournament 
was coming on as a late substi- 
tute during a win over France 
which secured third place in 
Spain. Previous clubs were 
Odra Opole, Slask Wroclaw 
and Wisla Krakow. 

WALXEMAR MATYSIK 
(Gornik Zabrze): A hard-work- 
ing performer in the centre of 
midfield, he is often the spring- 
board for attack with quick, de- 
cisive passes, but also excels at 
man-to-man marking. A major

WLADYSLAW ZMUDA 
(Udinese): Recently restored 
to the Polish squad after an ab- 
sencé of almost four years, 
while engaged abroad. A high- 
ly talented sweeper, who will 
be appearing in his fourth fin- 
als if selected for Mexico, is 
due to celebrate his 32nd birth- 
day on June 6 (the day before 
Poland meets Portugal in Mon- 
terrey).

JAN URBAN (Gornik Zab- 
rze): An exciting midfielder, 
he is one of the rising stars of 
Polish football, having benefit- 
ed greatly from a transfer 
which took him from Zaglebie 
Sosnowlec to champion Gornik 
last year, Was seen in Australia 
during the 1981 Coca-Cola Cup 
finals. 

ANDRZEJ PALASZ (Gornik 
Zabrze): Linkman, who is only 
now fulfilling the promise he 
showed as a teenager, when 
hailed as the “new Lubansk!”. 
Has experience as both a for- 
ward and midfielder, but most 
valuable in the latter role, 
where his deft passing can split 
the best defence. 

RYZARD TARASCEWICK

now established as one of his 
country’s best midfielders. 


ZBIGNIEW BONIEK 
(Roma): Arguably, Poland's 
greatest-ever players, certain- 
ly the best known worldwide, 
he was subject of a $2.2 mil. 
transfer when moving last year 
from Juventus, where his best 
form was not always evident, 
but will always be revered by 
Juve fans for the role he 
played in capturing the covet- 
ed European Champions’ Cup. 


ANDRZEJ ZGUTCZNISKI 
(Gornik Zabrze): A young 
striker who was’ recently pro- 
moted to the senior squad, he 
cost Gornik $200,000 when 
transferred from Baltyk Gel- 
grua two years ago. 


DARIUS DZIEKANOWSKI 
(Legia Warsaw): The subject of 
a $420,000 transfer (a record 
for a deal in an Eastern Bloc 
country) when moving from 
Widzew Lodz last year and a 
$300,000 transaction (then a 
Polish record) three years ago, 








when leaving Gwardia War- 
Saw. 

WLODZIMIERZ SMO- 
LAREK (Widzew Lodz): Gift- 
ed, goalscoring left winger, 
who has been a regular in the 
side since making his debut in 
1981. A proposed transfer to 
Belgium's Standard Liege was 
vetoed last year by the Polish 
federation. 

MIROSLAV OKONSKI (Lech 
Poznan): Striker, who has 
scored many vital goals for his 
club ¢including the winner dur- 
ing the 1982 Polish Cup final), 
but to date has proven less suc- 
cessful when wearing a nation- 
al team shirt and remains on 
the fringe of squad. The Polish 
fenderation recently rejected a 
$160,000 transfer bid for him 
by SV Hamburg. 

ANDRZEJ IWAN (Gornik 
Zabrze); One of the outstand- 
ing young strikers in Europe 
until an injury sustained 
against Cameroon in the 1982 
World Cup Finals resulted in a 
long lay off and loss of confi- 
dence. A transfer from Wisla 
Krakow to Gornik has revita- 
lised his career and he could 
well provide the upfront punch 
Poland often lacked during the 
qualifying rounds. 

RYZSARD CYRON (Gornik 
Zabrze): 2)-year-old winger, 
whose brilliance on Gornik's 
left wing has thrust him into 
contention for a place in the 
Finals squad. 

JAN KARAS (Legia War- 
saw): Won a handful of caps, 
then was discarded a couple of 
years ago, but his consistency 
and versatility in domestic 
games may well win a recall 
for Mexico. Able to play in 
midfield or attack, he works 
hard, has good technique, but 
lacks flair. 

ANTONI PIECHNICZEK 
(Coach): Capped three times at 
senior level and on seven occa- 
slons with Olympic selection 
during a playing career In 
which he also served Legia 
Warsaw and Ruch Chorzow as 
a utility player (attack or mid- 
field) in the 1960s. First came 
to the attention of the Polish 
public as a coach when in 
charge of Odra Opole, guiding 
it to the 1977 Polish League 
Cup and establishing the pro- 
vincial minnow as a First Divi- 
sion force. The “Coach of the 
Year" award was won by him 
in 1979. Became national team 
manager in 1981 and, through 
hard work and quiet efficien- 
cy, has won the respect of all 
his peers.

11 players but I intend to make sure that he keeps having those 
headaches because I’m going to work as hard as I can te stay in 
the team.” 

Bleiberg has a lot of faith in 18-year-old Markovac. After failing 
to score in the seniors last season, Markovac’s confidence was well 
down. Bleiberg took him aside and told him that he could mould 
him into a fine striker, 

“That was pretty important to me. It restored my self-confi- 
dence and Miron has been giving me a lot of extra shooting 
practice at training, But I’m not the only player that's benefitted 
from Miron taking over as coach, He’s made a big impact at the 
club.” 

Another man who made a big impact on Markovac no longer is 
with Croatia. Instead, he’s wearing the green and white Green 
Gully strip. 

“Tommy Cumming was the guy who really gave me the 
chance to prove myself in the first team at Croatia. He was 
great for the short time that he was coach. He showed a lot of 
faith in me and encouraged me a lot. He also used to kick me in 
the backside whenever my head dropped and I needed that at 
the time.” 

Markovac’s powerful running and acceleration are two of his 
main weapons, He describes his control as “fairly good”’ but wants 
to become more aggressive. 

“Most of the centre halfs want to kick lumps out of you but I 
guess that’s the way soccer is all over the world. When players get 
physical it detracts from the spectacle because it discourages skill. 
The crowd doesn't like it. 

“I don’t give it back enough, I always go in hard for the ball 
but I don’t goin to hurt anyone. I’m no fairy but I'm not a very 
aggressive person by nature, Yet if you’re going to hold your 
own in the National League you can’t let defenders boot you all 
over the park,” 


When it comes to seeking advice, Markovac has more than 
coach Bleiberg to turn to, Markovac’s uncle Joe Vojvoda, his 
father Marko, Tony Dunkerley and Tim White all are ready to 
help in his development as a player. 


“Uncle Joe gave me a lot of encouragement as a junior, my 
dad’s been driving me to training and to games and I still phone 
Tony Dunkerley and Tim White to ask for their advice when things 
aren't going well for me.” 

Markovac’s immediate assignment is to play a part in Croatia’s 
quest for the 1986 Buffalo Gold Cup. If that's achieved, he'll be 
expected to add weight to the club’s championship challenge. 


Markovac turns 19 in June, He's tasted national team glory, 
playing for the youths in their successful qualifying series for last 
year’s World Youth Championships in the USSR. However, his 
brief flirtation with the young Socceroos hasn't made him over- 
confident about developing into a senior Socceroo. 

“The only reason that I played in the youth team was that 
Warren Spink was suspended from the qualifying series. I knew all 
along that once Warren was avilable, Jim Shoulder (the coach) 
would pick him ahead of me, so it didn’t come as a shock when I 
didn't go to Russia. I wasn't playing well at the time anyway. 

“But my dream still is to play for the full national team, I was 
born in Australia and it would be the greatest honor of my 
career to play for my country.”
